EUROPE IN JUNE 


NOTE ON THE FALL OF MAN 


The male writers of this page are horrified by 
the news from Des Moines that an increasing 
proportion of the shoppers in that city’s super- 
markets are men. It is said that they publicly 
propel gliders full of groceries and otherwise de- 
mean the sex. We suspect that a lot of laid-off 
and part-time male workers do the shopping 
while their wives stay at full-time jobs. If so, it’s 
one more symptom of the rise of American ma- 
triarchy in every field of endeavor, useful and 
otherwise. If we thought there was any hope 
we'd forthwith summon American males to or- 
ganized resistance. But after years of passive 
iconoclasm on this issue we acknowledge that 
nothing is going to be done about it. 


AN ENGLISHMAN VIEWS THE SOUTH 


Richard H. S. Crossman, a British socialist 
and journalist who recently visited the U.S. and 
wrote about it in the London New Statesman, 
comes up with a remark about the American 
South that may interest and surprise our read- 
ers. “Thad expected,” he wrote, "to find among 
the liberals there a sense of hopelessness and fu- 
tility, in contrast with the dynamism of North- 
ern labor. Instead I found that, in a sense, the 
South is now the area of social change, where 
liberalism may well make its most spectacular 
advances in the next 10 years.” We do not be- 
lieve for a moment that the South is going to 
adopt Mr. Crossman’s socialism. But he has 
sensed a progressive trend that the American 
press would do well to note.

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IT IS DOING WELL, BUT THE ECA CUT IS FOOLISH AND MISTAKEN 


At this writing the foreign ministers of 
the U.S., Britain, France and Soviet Russia 
have sat through 17 sessions in Paris, and 
there is no peace. Andrei Vishinsky has re- 
stated every one of the Soviet attitudes that 
destroyed the Four Power relationship in 
1947 and made further Western coopera- 
tion impossible and suicidal. Whatever he 
may have held back for the remaining days 
of the conference, he made it coldly clear in 
the first 10 days that the Soviet Union has 
neither modified nor abandoned its aims in 
Western Europe. It may have recognized a 
temporary defeat and decided to readjust 
its tactics accordingly, but that is all. West- 
ern Europe is still a field of battle. 

What of this field where American and 
Soviet power must continue to meet? How 
fares Western Europe in June of 1949? 

It fares pretty well. 

Western Europeans are not hungry this 
summer. They are not desperate. They are 
no longer in corroding fear of Soviet power 
and of their own lacks. Where two years ago 
the spirit was low and dropping, today it is 
high and rising. 

Communism has receded (but has by no 
means abandoned the field). The milder dis- 
ease of socialism is also receding. A heart- 
ening and too-seldom-reported fact is that 
the Continental Western Europeans do not 
want socialism, are rejecting socialism and 
in the simplest human terms want what cap- 
italist Americans want—a chance to li 
freely and to enjoy the rewards of free lives. 
Socialist parties of course still exist and in 
some countries have power. But on the whole 
their power wanes, their actual content of 

essive socialism declines. Even in Great 
Britain, where “democratic socialism” has 
its greatest test and largest opportunity, the 
socialists are in trouble. Britons still want 
what socialism promised, but not so many 
are so sure now as they were in 1945 that 
they will get it from the socialists. There is in 
Western Surope day a discernible reach- 
ing for “somet! different” —different, 
that is, both from the prison of collectivism 
and from the poorhouse that European cap- 
italism fashioned for all too many of its serv- 
ants. If this reach for something new and 
better is accurately perceived and intelli- 
gently encouraged by capitalist. America, 
the result may well be a new European cap- 
italism—a capitalism minded to assume the 
responsibilities and equipped to provide the 
rewards of true “liberalism.” 

Not all the prospect is so happy. 

Western Germany's strong turn against 
Communism is welcome. But the Germans 
are troubling friends: in the mass they have 
yet to show either the will or the capacity 
for democratic practice, and they certainly 
have yet to earn full status and restored pow- 
er in the democratic community. How at 
once to nurture and to guard them is the 
problem. 

Country by country, most of Western Eu- 
rope’s economies are doing well. But, tak- 
en together, the countries lag on their hard 
and necessary march toward a unified econ- 


omy. All the circumstances and difficulties 
of Western Europe today cry aloud for some 
kind of economic unification. But at the 
pinch the countries most concerned have 
done very little to achieve it. Only last fort- 
night they balked when brought to the point 
of improving the exchange of each other's 
currencies. For reasons that must be respect- 
ed but are nonetheless stultifying, the Brit- 
ish especially retard the march. Britain it- 
self is in danger of an economic relapse. By 
virtue of iralition, fiscal honor and Conti- 
nental preference, Britain to some extent 
remains the banker of Western Europe— 
without the means to support the role. The 
austerity of Socialist Cripps grates against 
the Continent’s more joysome grain. A dev- 
il’s web of national restrictions throughout 
Western Europe compounds the difficulties 
and obstructs a return to general sanity, It 
looks as if only the play of natural and often 
harsh economic forces can drive Western 
Europe to the measures it must take for last- 
ing recovery and reform, 

This is where the U.S, comes in. By judi- 
cious use of the power of its dollars, the U.S. 
can at once stimulate these healing forces 
and keep them from destroying the patient. 

Marshall Plan aid has worked wonders in 
Western Europe (and by reflected impact 
has multiplied the Soviet Union’s increasing 
troubles in satellite Europe, where some: 
first-rate depressions are in the making). 
Without aid, Western Europe would proba- 
bly be bankrupt and in the Soviet trap to- 
day. With it, recovery has begun. But there 
is a grave danger that Congress, seeking 
“easy” savings and misreading the extent 
and significance of the recovery achieved 
so far, may reduce the total of dollar aid 
just when it can be most effective. ECA in 
its first year was mainly a relief operation, 
providing commodities that Europe did not 

ave the dollars to buy. Partly because ECA 
itself has not sufficiently foreseen the oppor- 
tunity open to it in its second year, this con- 
cept is continued in the new act. It should 
be changed forthwith, authorizing ECA to 
shift gradually from a “relief” operation to 
something very like a “banking” operation. 
The reason is that Western Europe's prima- 
ry difficulties are no longer ‘difficulties of sup- 

ly; they are difficulties of finance. In the 
ast analysis Europe’s currencies cannot be 
put on a basis of sensible interchange with- 
out the support of dollars which Europe nei- 
ther possesses nor as yet earns. ECA cannot 
adequately underwrite this long step to- 
ward fiscal sanity unless the law is quickly 
changed. The impetus of another year of aid, 
stimulated by the underwriting of a sensi- 
ble European currency system, might well 
justify a considerable cut in the ECA appro- 
priations next year. 

But not this year. 

The present move in the Senate to cut one 
billion dollars is foolish. It imperils the good 
ECA has done and lessens the good it may 
do. We hope Congress gives Paul Hoffman the 
full amount requested and encourages him 
to make his program still more effective.

Guy PéEne 
Du Bots 


He has painted in his own style 
through 50 years of controversy 


At the age of 65, Guy Péne du Bois is a venerable oldtimer of American 
art. He has lived through a turbulent half century in which the modern 
movement, sweeping in from Europe in 1913, created a storm of contro- 

Inlike many Americans who plunged into the theories of abstract 
painting, Du Bois plunged into the whirl of life and it became the basis of 
his art. For several years he was a police and court reporter for the New 
York American, He became an art critic and an editor of an art magazine. 
Meanwhile, as a painter, he had evolved an unmistakable style of his own 
he late 20s had won a sizable reputation as a witty, sophisticated, 
g and slightly satirical recorder of his fellow man, best illus- 
trated by one of his most famous paintings, Bal des Quatre Arts, shown 
on pages 68 and 69. This month, selections from Du Bois’s life's work are 
on view at New York’s Milch Gallery. Below, Du Bois himself describes 
the exhilarating circumstances which set him on his course 50 years ago. 


DU BOIS TELLS HOW HE MET REAL LIFE 


remember vividly one time when it did. In the early 1900s I was a 

student at the New York School of Art along with Edward Hopper, 
George Bellows and others who were to become famous. The school 
and the entire New York world of painting was dominated by William 
Merritt Chase, a glittering personality with a pointed gray beard and 
a handlebar mustache, who preached art for art’s sake—to the devil 
with reality and all its vulgar interruptions. Chase could paint a life- 
size full-length portrait in only three hours, and he finished his most 
famous still-life pictures so rapidly that the fish used in them, bor- 
rowed from a nearby market, were returned still fresh. But one day, in 
1902, Chase’s influence began to disintegrate. A young painter named 
Robert Henri came to our school as an instructor and abruptly demol- 
ished the facile, superficial style of painting we had acquired. 

Six feet tall at least, slender, his head slightly Mongolian, Henri 
slid rather than walked into the classroom. As we had been doing for 
months before, we were laboring over delicate and remote interpreta- 
tions of an affectedly posed nude. 

‘The first painting Henri criticized 
belonged to a deaf student named 
Power O'Malley. His words, raised 
for O’Malley’s benefit, fell on us 
like bomb explosions. Was O’Mal- 
ley a man or not—and by infer- 
ence were we—that he could paint 
this woman in all her glorious nu- 
dity as though she were a plaster 
cast, a thing less alive than a cab- 
bage? Painting was a language, a 
method of exchanging ideas 

tween humans. And did we think 
that we could sap a language of all 
significance whatever? Or were we 
dumb animals? Stunned, the class 
stopped work to gather around 
Henri in a tight circle. The easy 
voice of the master rolled on. For 
years artists have been running 
away from the world. But beauty 
is seen in truth and known phe- 


I is not often that real life invades the sacred precincts of art. But

nomena, It is not in those things fashion designers make for an effete 
clientele, whose women wear beauty shop disguises and whose men 
talk of money as the purest of abstractions and never mention the 
state of the poor or the suffering of mankind for which they are often 
responsible. To find it we've got to be honest and fearless. We've 
got to be men first of all; the artist can come later, When he does 
come thus prepared, he will gain greatness. 

From that day on the Henri class concentrated on being men first 
of all. We added sports to our course of study for the first time in 
the history of American art schools. Competitions in chinning from 
the lintels of doorways, handball games and boxing took over the 
lunch and rest periods. Boxing in those days was not a very remunera- 
tive occupation, and many of the models at the school came from the 
ranks of its professionals. They were expert but rough teachers who 
left marks that are seldom found on the faces of most art students. 
Before long we became known around the neighborhood as the Hen 
gang. In the spring we played baseball. Looking for an opponent, 

we challenged the Art Students 
League one block away on 57th 
Street. But the League had not 
yet felt the influence of Robert 
Henri and superciliously turned 
us down. In fact its attitude, in 
holding itself above such rowdy 
doings as baseball, was so exasper- 
ating that we decided not to take 
no for an answer. More than the 
game of baseball was suddenly in- 
volved. We were brave realists, in 
no mood to be slighted by the pro- 
ponents of insipid academism. We 
thought of a plan by which we 
could literally bludgeon them into 
accepting our challenge, and we 
clenched our fists in prospect.

MASS TESTS PROVE DRUG’S VALUE 


African sleeping sickness, or trypanosomiasis, is caused by minute 
but very active fishlike parasites which infest the bloodstream. These 
parasites are carried from one victim to the next inside the hollow pro- 
boscis of the bloodsucking tsetse fly. The first symptom of the disease 
is a high fever. Then the body begins to waste away, and eventually the 
animal dies. The medicines which cured sleeping sickness in humans 
were far too expensive to be used on animals, which continued to die 
by the thousands. 

Last year two young British scientists, Drs. D. G. Davey (below) 
and F, H. S. Curd, arrived in central Africa to test their newly discoy- 
ered drug, Antrycide, which they thought might halt sleeping sickness. 
‘They injected the drug into a number of infected animals, All of them 
recovered within a few weeks. More were injected with the same good 
results. On the basis of these tests the British are starting an intensive 
program to inoculateall African cattle. If they are successful 424 million 
square miles of now useless grazing land will be restored to the world.

WHY THEY CONFESS 


The remarkable case of Hans Fritzsche—who lived through the terror of a Russian prison— 


shows how the Communists can break a man’s spirit without ever once laying a hand on him 
by KONRAD HEIDEN 


during the next year was’ to learn one of the most baffling secrets of 

the Communists. The man was Hans Fritzsche, Nazi radio propa- 
gandist. The secret was the Communists’ method, or at least one method, 
of obtaining “confessions” from political prisoners—"‘confessions” which 
they exploit in the political trials they stage for world publicity. Hans 
Fritzsche lived for months in a Russian prison and was made to “confess.”” 
‘Then, as events developed, he came up for trial not in a Communist court 
but at Niimberg, before the international tribunal for war criminals. Thus 
he was in the virtually unique position of appearing before a non-Soviet 
court after having been hammered into shape in the Soviet pattern. 

The hammering was done by the Soviet secret police, then known as the 
NKVD. Their “processing” had the desired effect on Fritzsche, who was 
broken to do what was wanted—without even being beaten or drugged. He 
was not blackmailed by threats against his family, nor was he softened by 
the Dostoievskian pangs of conscience that can ‘make an errant old-g guard 
Bolshevik repent. Nevertheless he signed a“ “confession” which would have 
permitted a Govie tribtanal "legally to’ eondema him todeath, 

It was a remarkable experience and Fritzsche used the ample 
his stay in Niirnberg prison to record the details. His notes, recently pub- 
lished in Switzerland in book form (Hier spricht Hans Fritzsche, Interver- 
lag A.-G., Zurich), plus his statements before the Niirnberg tribunal make 
up one of the most revealing documents of our times—a case history of 
how one man, perhaps typical of many, was broken. 

Fritzsche—a high-placed Nazi who was freed at Niirnberg but is now 

serving nine years in prison camp by order of one of the Germans’ own de- 
nazification courts—is perhaps not the most reliable or objective witness in 
the world, But on this subject he has spoken and written with a calmness 
that gives credence to his story. Apparently Fritzsche bears the NKVD no 
grudge; indeed as a thoroughgoing Nazi he seems to have acquired a sin- 
Ibeit morbid, admiration for the NKVD methods. 
Fritzsche was taken by the Russians on May 2, 1945 and imprisoned in 
a basement in a Berlin suburb. He kept track of time by derataling marks 
on a wall, so he knows it was on the night of June 20, 50 days later, that 
the Russian police came for him and put him on a plane for Moscow. His 
final destination was the notorious Lubianka prison. 

There he was stripped naked for a physical examination. The first ex- 
aminer was a silent man in uniform. Dazed by long confinement, Fritzsche 
was not quite aware of what was going on. A hand was put in his mouth

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and he felt a series of sudden, nerve-wracking pains. While he reeled back 
against the wall, the examiner calmly studied three gold teeth he held in 
his hand and then put them on a table beside the gold fountain pen which 
he had taken from Fritzsche earlier. 

Still naked, Fritzsche was then given a thorough medical examination 
from head to foot. The doctor was a woman. Afterward he was taken to a 
cell that was 3 feet long and 3 feet wide. The furniture consisted of a min- 
iature table and a miniature stool. It was what in German concentration 
camps was known as “a standing coffin.” In it a prisoner could never lie 
down. He could only stand up or crouch in a folded-up position like a par- 
tially opened jackknife. There was no window, but an electric light bulb 
remained lit all the time. After a few hours in such a cell the prisoner be- 
gins to feel that the walls are pressing against his face. After a few days 
the mental terror becomes many times more powerful than the physical, 
This cell was Fritzsche’s home for what he thinks was probably several 
weeks. He could not tell exactly because he could not distinguish between 
day and night. 

After several hours of the first day the door to Fritzsche’s cell opened 
and a silent guard beckoned him to come out. Hands crossed on his back, 
the grip of his escort around his arm, Fritzsche started on an endless trip 
through rubber-carpeted, soundless, empty corridors past endless rows 
of cells as silent as tombs. When he coughed it sounded like an explosion 
in the vast stillness, and the guard poured out a stream of invectives and 
admonitions to be quiet, all in whispers. Nobody ever raises his voice in 
the Lubianka. 

The grip around Fritzsche’s arm tightened shortly before they reached 
the first intersection of their corridor. The guard stopped him, bent fo: 
ward, peered left and right and then dragged Fritesche back. The corr 
dors of the Lubianka are dotted with cages resembling telephone booths. 
Fritzsche was shoved into one of them, face toward the wall, and held there 
while another prisoner and his guard passed somewhere in the distance. 
It is an iron rule that there must be no encounters between prisoners on 
their journeys through the corridors. The main corridor inters 
guarded against this danger by traffic lights whose flickering is the only 
sign of life the prisoner sees. The same precautions were taken at the next 
corner and at all which followed. At one corner there was no booth. Fritzsche 
was turned toward the wall and the guard’s hand pressed, almost crushed, 
his face against it. 

‘The passage from the prison block of the Lubianka to the office building

led through a door guarded by a uniformed woman. She held out 
a sheet of metal with an oval hole, revealing paper underneath. A 
pen was pressed into Fritzsche’s hand: he was to sign his name in 
the oval. He whispered that he could not sign a paper which he was 
not permitted to see. The woman whispered back: it was merely a 
list with names which everybody who passed through had to sign; 
naturally one could not let him see the other names. His guard whis- 
pered, “What's the matter, hurry!” Fritzsche tried to be obstinate. 
Very well, said the woman, then he would not pass. She could wait, 
and when she went off duty—this was said quite sweetly—another 
guard would take her place, and this one too could wait. All the 
time the traffic lights over the door kept flickering, other parties of 
prisoners were drawing near, the whispering of the guard became 
desperate. Fritzsche signed. 


The disappearing cigarets 


N the other side of the door Fi 
of normalcy, civi 


fered a cigaret. “Please, keep the package,” he was told. A friend- 
ly civilian asked pleasantly if he had any idea why he had been 
brought to Moscow? Fritzsche answered boldly: probably to be 
hanged, beheaded, or drawn and quartered in the Red Square in 
honor of the anniversary of the German invasii 
commissar laughed, “What ideas of the Sovi 
Herr Fritzsche. We are not after your blood!” 

Thus began a long, genial, rather scholarly conversation about 
the origin of the German-Russian war. Fritzsche had sense enough 
not to defend his Fithr for himself, he had not known a thing. 
Hitler had not asked him, he was no accessory to German aggres- 
sion. The commissar seemed offended at such modesty; he himself 
did not mind admitting that Russia had planned all along to at- 
tack Germany in 1942. But this trap was a little too obvious and 
Fritzsche kept hedging. Well, perhaps he would like to put his ideas

down in writing? The tone was so friendly that Fritzsche found the 
courage to say with some energy that he could not do that in his 
standing coffin. Certainly not, answered the commissar, but he was 
there only for the moment. Soon he would get a better cell. 

The guard conducted Fritzsche back to his standing coffin—and 
took the cigarets from him. Soon Fritzsche began to realize that he 
was very hungry. He had been without food for a long time, perhaps 
24 hours. His frightened speculation about starvation methods in 
Russian prisons was finally interrupted by a dazzling apparition 
in white, a kitchen chef with cap and apron who solemnly brought 
one slice of black bread and a cup of tal-clear hot water, de- 
scribed as tea. This, as Fritzsche was to learn, would be practically 
his only fare for the next two months. 

He could not tell whether it was morning, noon or evening when 
this happened. It may have been later that day or perhaps the next 
day when the chef in white reappeared with another slice of bread 
and another cup of hot water, this time called soup (it was indeed 
less clear than the “tea’). Fritzsche was unable to tell how often 
he was fed his bread-and-water diet, but he was sure that he did 
not get it in regular intervals. 

Nor had he any idea at what time of the day he was taken to the 
combined toilet and washroom. This was an establishment of Spar- 
tan simplicity, and he was allowed exactly four minutes. A prisoner 
with digestive troubles might apply—through a sergeant who was 
there for such purposes—for a few additional minutes. At least 12 
hours would pass before the request was granted, A doctor—often 
a woman—followed the prisoner into the toilet to make sure that 
he was not simulating trouble. 

[he genial commissar had told him that he would be examined 
by quite a lot of specialists. When he was called out again there was 
the same trip through the ghostly corridors but a different room 
and a different commissar. At first all Fritzsche could see was the 
wooden chair on which he was seated and a blinding light that shone 
in his face. Out of the dark came the voice of the commissar, then 
that of an interpreter. Where was the gold of the hsbank, where 
had Géring hidden his stolen art treasures, who were the members 
of the fifth column in Russia? The questions were fired one after the 
other with the rapidity of a machine gun. Then there was silence 
behind the light. Fritesche was quite flattered that he was supposed 
to know so many secre!

HE examination was definitely not in the same class with the 

genial first interrogation, Nor were the many that followed. 
ritzsche was now plunged into a weird world based on Soviet dia- 
lectics. His inquisitors would try to catch him in a lie by asking him 
trick questions, often childish, On which leg did Dr. Goebbels limp? 
Then, no matter whether the answer was left or right, there 
would follow a flood of abuse. To Fritzsche the Russians’ invaria-

One feature of the interrogations never changed. Every interro- 

tor promised Fritzsche that he would get a better cell very soon. 
Sjowly he began to understand that a chance was being offered to 
rprising as it sounds, a prisoner of the NKVD has rights, 
and his supreme right is to give the right answer. It is hammered 
into him that in the last instance his fate is in his own hands. 

One would not think that a Lubianka prisoner would dare to go 
on strike, much less succeed, but that is what Fritzsche did. After 
the promise of a better cell had been broken countless times, he 
simply refused to answer further questions. He was not beaten to 
a pulp but transferred to a cell that measured 3 by 6 feet. There 
was no window or bed, and he went on starving as before. But he 
could stretch. This progress made a deep impression on Fritzsche. 
It showed that give and take existed even in this inferno and that 
his torturers wanted to make this clear to him. 

It became obvious that his condition was carefully watched and 
that the intention was to push him as close as possible to the break- 
ing point but not beyond. Weakened by hunger, exhausted by lack 
of sleep, hypnotically confused by the always glaring light and 
numbed by loneliness, Fritzsche was nearing a nervous breakdown, 
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LARGER CELL, where he was sent lest he go insane from solitud 
by Fritzsche with some Russians imprisoned in Lubianka for political offenses.

authorities. He began to believe that if they made a bargain with 
him it might be kept. He attributed the shrewdness of the NKVD 
to the fact that the Bolshevik leaders know from their own experi- 
ences what life in prison is like. Certainly many of the commissars 
and guards are nervous nonentities loaded with self-importance 
and always afraid of committing that frightful thing which the de- 
ceptively soft Soviet parlance calls a “mistake.” This is probably the 

on why the guards are rarely spontanéously brutal. Fritzsche 
ould count on the fingers of one hand the Soviet guards who 
overstepped their limits; and on the fingers of one hand the 
Western guards in the Niimnberg jail who did not. 

A current of fear streams down through the whole system, com- 
ing from those on top, and the prisoner is in it over his head before 
he knows. Even his so-called rights do not necessarily make life eas- 
ier for him. In the cell Fritzsche shared with five others, a sergeant 
appeared every day with a note pad and asked if the prisoners had 
shes or complaints. A request for a toothbrush or a cake of 
soap was always refused. When Fritzsche asked for something to 
read, he re books in no less than three languages, including 
Shakespeare, Robinson Crusoe and the writings of Lenin. A short 
time afterward a guard came in and took away his glasses, making 
reading impossible. 

The inmates of the cell were mostly Russians: a general who was 
under a cloud, a recalcitrant engineer, and so on. Most of them swore 
that they were faithful Communists. As a rule the other prisoners 
were friendly; despite ~anty Russian, Fritzsche was treated 
to much high-level Marxi: ian-intel- 
ligentsia style. The favorite topic w 
sians professed to deny it, but apparently they never tired of dis- 
cussing the question. 

Fritzsche learned to understand a fundamental difference be- 
tween East and West: Western prisons are filled with people who 
feel innocent, Russian prisons with people who feel guilty. (One 
might add, jailers included.) Fritzsche’s Russian coprisoners had 
learned their lesson. They spoke in whispers and did not cough. 
They took it for granted that a Lubianka prisoner sees no lawyer 
and receives no mail, and that his family does not know where he 
is. In the beginning he wants desperately to find out what his fate 
will be; later he is grateful to learn simply when the decision will 
come. The more favored among the prisoners—those in a large cell 
with a half-shuttered window—learn that half-darkness means day 
outside, a sudden flood of light means night. Then they have to be 
in bed, hands folded over blankets, face turned toward the door. 

In the middle of the night a key might grate in the lock, the door 
open, a guard enter. Everybody is still on his back, wide-awake but

with eyes closed, trying to simulate sleep by calm breathing, al- 
though the heart goes with the speed of a dynamo. The guard ap- 
proaches the first bed, bends down, whispers: Your name? The pris- 
oner whispers back. The guard shakes his head and goes to the next 
bed; the scene is repeated. At the fourth or fifth bed the guard nods, 
the prisoner jumps up silently, rushes into his clothes, and is taken 
away. The others know they will never see their comrade again. 
They know (as they told Fritzsche) that a mysterious tribunal of 
three men sits once or twice a month in the Lubianka. These judges 
never see the accused, nor do they hear witn: They study docu- 
ments, mostly so-called confessions. The prisoner called out in the 
night may be on his way to a labor camp in Siberia by now, or in 
an even more dreadful place. Or he may be free. 

So Fritzsche learned that a confession could set the tribunal in 
motion. Unfortunately, it was not clear to him what he was expect- 
ed to confess, The questions gave him no lea ‘Did German soldiers 
steal children’s dolls in Russia? Had Fritzsche planned, in case of 
victory, to speak over the Moscow radio? But fhe began to listen 
more sharply for the overtones in his debates with the commissars, 
He became a victim of Lubianka psychology, furiously trying to 
guess what kind of answer would satis! i 

Not that he had already made up his mind to “ ss.”’ But he 
had come to the point of facing the problem. And still he had suf- 
fered no beatings. He asserts that he never even heard of any. This 
is certainly a high tribute to the suggestive powers of a scientific 
horror treatment. There is enough testimony for hideous torture in 
NKVD dungeons, especially in the Lefortovo prison in Moscow and 
in the Lubianka itself. But the majority of cases may run more or 
less like Fritzsche’s. 

After a short stay in the cell for six, Fritzsche’s condition was 
somewhat better and he was sent back to a single cell, back to ab- 
solute isolation. His hunger became terrible. He began to lose the 
ability to concentrate, and he stumbled when walking to the inter- 
rogatories. He was now too weak to climb stairs. Here NKVD hu- 
maneness showed itself at its best. His escort gave him a helping 
hand like a good Samaritan, and permitted him to use an elevator. 
But the starvation diet continued. It was not until the middle of 
August, as he learned later, that he began to get more food. Un- 
fortunately the law was satisfied with a few spoonfuls of kacha, a 
kind of porridge which he now got every day in addition to his bread 
and water. It was a pitifully slight improvement. 


They can always shout louder 


HE final showdown, along toward the, middle of September, 
came as a shock. The whole procedure took four sessions. The 
first caught him completely off guard. It was a wild, screaming le 


ture of one and a half hours, crammed with horrible facts about 
German atrocities, Fritzsche swears that the gruesome details of 
the death camps, the gas chambers, the execution vans, the horrible 


number of victims were new to him and seemed to him unbelievable 
then, The Niirnberg tribunal later accepted his defense that he was 
not aware of the exterminations in the East; at least there was no 
evidence to show that he was. But the commissar in Moscow ac- 
cepted nothing. He treated Fritzsche—for the first time—like a 
criminal. Fritzsche got hysterical and shouted, “It isn’t true, it 
isn’t true!’ But the commissar shouted louder. 

At the next interrogation the tone changed again, completely. 
No more accusations and no discussions either—only small talk. 
Casually the commissar asked what the conditions were ‘under which 
Fritzsche lived in the Lubianka. Still solitary confinement, and still 
a bread and hot water diet, plus that little kacha? The commissar, 
one Colonel Letschev, was surprised and shocked. Why, this was 
impossible, there must be an error. Fritzsche did not belong in that 
category; he was not a criminal! 

The commissar went on: all this would change immediately. In 
two days Fritzsche would leave the Lubianka and be transferred to 
a nice country place, a so-called datcha outside of Moscow. There 
he would live with three other German prisoners of honor, almost a 
free man. There was only the little matter of signing a final protocol. 

At last! 

The protocol that was now laid before Fritzsche was his own con- 
fession: he had been Dr. Goebbels’ chief collaborator and one of 
the masterminds of German propaganda; he had fomented hatred 
of foreign nations; he had helped prepare for an aggressive war; he 
had instigated the German people to kill the Jews and other mi- 
norities, and. so forth. It was quite a record for somebody who al- 
legedly was “not a criminal.” 

The statement was not entirely concocted out of hot air. It was 
actually an acid condensation of dozens of mild and cautious factual 
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WHY THEY CONFESS continues 


statements which Fritzsche had made during two and a half month 
Of course he had not denied that he had been head of the radio de- 
partment in the German propaganda ministry. The protocol made 
him say, “I was the chief collaborator of Goebbels in his criminal 
propaganda for wars of aggression.” The obvious fact that he had 
made many speeches against Communism had heen turned into a 
confession that he had fomented hatred against the Russian people, 
for Communism and the Russian people were the same, said the com- 
missar. Fritzsche had admitted an error in figures in one of his broad- 
the protocol made him say: I used false data. 


In fabricating this “confession” Colonel Letschey had acted a 


a 
true and, in his way, honest Bolshevik. As is so often done in Soviet 
proceedings, he had deduced his facts from some sacred theory — 
in this case that Goebbels was the real guiding genius of Nazism and 
Fritzsche his top lieutenant. On that premise he made Fritzsche say 
‘things he must have meant and should have said, Fritsche’s im- 
portance in the Nazi set-up was highly overrated by Letschev, but 
this mistake was part of the basic Soviet views about all things Nazi, 
and it was no business of Letschev’s to question them. He had duti- 
fully acted like a fiend to get his result, and now, like an honest fool, 
he believed it. 

Fritzsche said boldly that for him to sign the document w:

Still thinking he was protesting, Fritzsche plunged into the work 
of helping the commissar improve the protocol. He pointed out that 
no sensible person would believe the confession because it was not 
in his style. He was told that they would be glad to have his sug 
gestions about a better style, and everything else, because they want- 
ed the whole piece to be genuine. 


Good boys get their teeth back 


\ followed three nights of arguing, protesting and revis- 
ng. Fritzsche says that he got about 15 items changed, but the 
whole document remained a grave self-accusation. Colonel Letschev 
cracked the whip, cajoled, promised and lied considerably. We abhor 
Gestapo methods, said he virtuously, but did Fritzsche not see 
that this protocol really exonerated him, since he had done every- 
thing only on order from Goebbels? (As Fritzsche suspected at the 
time, Russian authorities were not going to consider this an adequate 
excuse at all.) The day after tomorrow he would move to the datcha. 
He would get all the food in the world. He would even get his gold 
teeth back. Yes, if the three-man tribunal agreed, thought Fritzsche. 
This mysterious authority, sitting unapproachable somewhere in 
the hidden recesses of the Lubianka, had become his obsession. The 
fact that a major war crimes trial would soon begin in Niirnberg 
was carefully concealed from him. If he had known about it he would 
not have believed that he would be involved, for he was not that 
sort of big shot. All he knew was that he had to make his fateful de- 
cision for the benefit of the mysterious three men here and now. 
‘They might indeed think it fitting to stand by Colonel Letschev’ 
promises, or at least by part of them. Or they might not, but thi 
chance had to be taken, for the whole thing was a gamble anyhow. 
Tt was the only way to get out of solitary confinement and perhaps 
avoid death by starvation. On the third night he signed. 

No “Gestapo methods” had been applied, no hypnotism, no drugs. 
This is one of the several explanations Fritzsche later gave for his 
collapse: “Western psychologists don’t see the simple fact that hope 
stronger than fear. Therefore hope is more willing to make conces- 
sions.” He thinks that victims of the NKVD are sometimes right 
to hope. He claims to know that Dora Kaplan, who in 1918 shot at 
Lenin and probably caused his deadly illness, is still alive and works 
as a librarian in a Moscow prison. 

He still objected to the style, to the breast-beating, self-accusing 
adjectives and adverbs. It was still not his protocol, and he said so, 
he claims, in rather strong words. But he said also that he wanted 
Colonel Letschev to have his document for the secret tribunal. He 
would never deny his signature.
